Crowds lingered in the streets, In the 
dismalest rort of London drizzle, in 
hope that the wind would freshen and 
permit of a finish, but early in the 
evening it became apparent that the 
race could not finish within the time 
limit and the crowds dispersed, leav- 
ing only a few enthusiasts around the 
tickers In the hotel corridors to re- 
ceive the official announcement that 
the race had been called off.

NOT ANY DISCRIMINATION

Oyster Bay, N. Y., Aug. 21.—All of 


the departments of the government 
will come within the rule announced 
by the president at the time he rein- 
stated William A. Miller to the posi- 
tion in the government printing office 
from Which Miller had been dismissed 
by reason of a disagreement with, the 
Bookbinders' union. 


The president has authorized the 


publication of the letters setting forth 
his views and which, after being first 
directed to Secretary Cortelyou, were 
sent to other cabinet members. 


The letters to Secretary Cortelyou 


were written on July 13 and 14. The 
salient sentence of the first letter 
was: 
"There is no objection to the 


employes of the government printing 
office constituting themselves into a 
union if they so desire, but no rules 
or resolutions of that union can be 
permitted to override the laws of the 
United States, which it is my sworn 
duty to enforce." 


In the letter of July 14 the president 


quoted the finding of the anthracite 
strike commission regarding the em- 
ployment of labor, as follows: "It Is 
adjudged and awarded that no person 
shall be refused employment or in any 
way discriminated against on account 
of membership or nonmembership In 
any labor organization, and that there 
shall be no discrimination or interfer- 
ence with any employe who is not a 
member of any labor organization by 
members of such organization." 


Concerning this principle the presi- 


dent wrote: "It is of course mere ele- 
mentary decency to require that all 
the government departments shall be 
handled in accordance with the prin- 
ciple thus clearly and fearlessly enun- 
ciated."

Cost of Living 


I sometimes wonder if one in a mil- 


lion realizes what an age of miracles 
we are living in. 
It was only last 


week, also, that a man coming to the 
United States from England found 
himself short of cash. He had some 
dutiable articles, on which he intend- 
ed to pay as soon as he arrived in 
New York. He was in a quandary 
how to raise the money. It occurred 
to him, however, that his mother was 
on the steamship Lucania on her way 
to England. 
The IWarconi wireless 


telegraph system was on board and 
on consulting the purser he resolved 
to try to reach his mother. 
He tele- 


graphs the purser on the Lucania to 
call his mother and ask her to send 
him $50. She places the money with

son $50. The money was paid—this, 
I believe, being the first instance of 
money orders being cashed in mid- 
ocean.

There Is a general Impression that 


the cost of living has greatly Increas- 
ed In the last few years. In the case 
of the man who maintains a home 
that impression has deepened into a 
conviction, resting on the basis of 
weekly grocery and meat bills. 


The average provider for a family 


has not figured out the increase in 
per centages. He is satisfied with the 
testimony supplied by household ac- 
counts. 
The Employers' association 


has been conducting an investigation 
into the increased cost of commodi- 
ties, however, which apparently has 
supplied detailed affirmation of the 
claim that there has been a substan- 
tial advance In the cost of living. The 
declared purpose of the investigation 
was to find an equitable standard for 
the adjustment of wages. 
Whether 


wages are ever adjusted 
according 


to such ascertained standards or not 
the results of the investigation are 
not without interest. 
According to 


the reports of the corps of experts 
sent out by the Employers' associa- 
tion the cost of living has increased 
15 per cent in the last five years. 
The experts found that in comparison 
with the values of 1898 the prices of 
tuel, rent, groceries, meats, clothing 
and milk have increased on the aver- 
age 11 per cent, while the cost of 
luxuries, such as theaters and amuse- 
ments, has increased 3 per cent. The 
prices upon which these calculations 
were based were obtained from deal- 
ers along Blue Island, Archer and Mil- 
waukee avenues,, where the shops are 
dependent upon workingmen for pat- 
ronage. 


Whether workingmen who demand 


an increase in wages 
will 
accept 


these statistics on the cost of living 
as a basis of adjustment is of course 
problematical 
They 
have 
some 


value, however, in that they affirm the 
general belief that there has been a 
marked increase in the cost of the 
necessaries of life.

Cleveland Business Men Organize 
for 


Fight Against Political Machina- 


tions. 


Cleveland, O.. Auf. 21.—(Special.)— 


An agitation hu started in this city 
that can not fall to attract interest 
throughout the state. The citizens are 
realising the necessity of controlling 
Che amount of public Indebtedness for 
wmioh their property can be mort- 
gaged and th« purposes for which it 
•hall be mortgaged. 


The city's debt is now more than 


$20,000,000, In addition to which there 
to a county debt which must be paid 
almost entirely by the city. 


The city council has passed ordi- 


nances and called a special election 
for the purpose of voting bonds to the 
amount of $1,900,000, to be used as 
follows: 
Municipal 
lighting plant, 


1400,000; high level bridge, $500.000; 
street openings, $100,000; Clark ave- 
nue bridge, $100,000; parks, $200,000; 
West Side boulevard, $600,000. 


It will be seen at once that this list 


Includes many purposes that must be 
Tery popular witn the 
people and 


Wnicfl can not be supplied In any way 
other than as a public undertaking, 
and that it also includes purposes that 
can not be of service to more than a 
very limited portion of the city, and 
that can be supplied without recourse 
to revenues derived from taxpayers. 
Another feature which is the cause of 
much anxiety to the citizens is the 
fact that the amount called for in this 
bond issue are only sufficient to make 
a beginning in the development of the 
undertakings. It is already estimated 
that the final cost will run up to $11,- 
000,000, but there is no assurance that 
it can be stopped at that point, and 
the impression is gaining ground daily 
that the only line of safety for the 
citizens is not to begin. 


The force of this conclusion will be 


admitted when the proposal to Install 
a municipal electric lighting plant for 
the purposes of serving private users 
as well as street lighting, is consider- 
ed either as a question of public policy 
or as a business proposition.

mon Interest of all, but which L&s 
reference to the special benefits to be 
conferred on

comparatively few, 


namely, the user* of the city's com- 
mercial lighting service, Involves an 
Improper use of the taxing power." 


When considered 
as a business 


proposition it is difficult for well in- 
formed citizens to understand what 
elements of efficiency can 
be com- 


manded by the 
city 
administration 


that will enable it to render a lighting 
service at less than It costs the exist- 
ing private corporation to produce It. 


Common observation does not show 


that the city pays its employes less, 
employs them for longer hours and 
gets more service for the wages paid 
than private corporations do. The 
people of Cleveland will be aided in 
their investigation of this subject by 
the experience of Columbus, Hamil- 
ton, Xenia and other cities in the 
state which have undertaken to work 
out this industrial miracle. 


Columbus started to operate a mu- 


nicipal lighting plant, for street light- 
ing only, in 1899, which cost $68,000. 
The plant was 
operated 16 months, 


and then closed down because it was 
proven that the city could not furnish 
Its own light at a. price as low as that 
contracted for by a private corpora- 
tion. The plant was idle for more 
than a year. In April, 1901, 
plans 


were made to extend the "usefulness" 
of the plant for which purpose $110,- 
000 in bonds were sold. This amount 
proved insufficient and was followed 
by another issue of $122,000, making a 
total of $300,000. 


The plant is not completed and it 


will be more than a year before tho 
city gets a cent's worth of service oul 
of these increased bond issues. 
In 


face of this fact, on last Monday the 
council was asked for another $100,- 
000 to meet emergencies. 
With this 


experience as a basis for calculation 
the citizens of Cleveland can estimate 
the "opportunities" that will be open- 
ed up by voting 
$400,000 worth of 


bonds to install an electric lighting 
plant in competition with a privately 
managed plant in which there 
are 


14,000,000 invested. 


Hamilton, 0., enjoys the unique 


prestige of being the only city In the 
country that has undertaken to install 
a municipal lighting plant and to sell 
service in competition with a private 
corporation. 


Professor 
E. W. Bemis, who la 


Slayor Johnson's chief adviser upon 
this municipal lighting proposition, 
says of the city of Hamilton: 
"Seri- 


ous embarrassments have come to the 
city in consequence of a competing 
private company." 


No on« can be more painfully aware 


than the taxpayers of Hamilton of the 
embarrassments that have been caus- 
| td by undertaking to sell service from 
a municipal plant in competition with 
a private corporation. The best the 
city can do is to attempt to make it 
appear that their street lamps cost 
but $75 each per annum. It is found, 
however,, in analyzing the accounts 
lliat no charges for depreciation and 
interest on the bonded debt of $100,- 
000 enter into this cost and that many 
items that should be charged to oper- 
ating expenses are charged as cost of 
construction; and in addition to this 
the city is carrying a large amount In 


l«Te*t 
he nor tar of his appotatee* 


have had mnj practical experience, in 
which they hare no financial interest 
or responsibility, build a plant omly 
one-tenth the capacity of the plant 
with which it must compete, and pro- 
duce electricity at a cost that will en- 
able the city to sell it at a price be- 
low the figures of the competing com- 
pany without creating a deficit which 
taxpayers must pay? 


"If Mayor Johnson's appointees are 


capable of managing an electric light- 
ing plant and can produce electrical 
energy at less cost than can those 
who hare been managing the private 
company's business 
for years, and 


they can prove their ability to do it 
to the satisfaction of those who have 
millions of capital at risk in the elec- 
tric lighting business, they would not 
stay long in their present positions. 
Private corporations would want their 
services at twice or three times the 
pay they are getting. Mayor Johnson 
mows this is true. 
So does every 


business man in the city of Cleveland. 


"The proposition to build a plant, 


operate it by political appointees, com- I ] ' 
pete with a plant ten times Its size 
> < • 


that has been operated for years by 
some of the best managers in this 
country, and to attempt to undersell 
its competitor without making a loss 
is not creditable to Mayor Johnson's 
business judgment. To close his eyes 
to the weakness of the proposition as 
a business venture, and 
attempt 
to j 


manufacture political capital out of a 
grandstand play in the role of a cor- 
poration fighter, knowing he can not 
be discredited 
by these weaknesses, 


because they can not become practic- 
ally apparent in time to injure 
his 


chances in the political game he is 
playing, is discreditable to his politi- 
cal sincerity. 
He is making an at- 


tempt to turn to his advantage a pop- 
ular prejudice against public service 
corporations, which he has done all 
in his power to create, a blind follow- 
ing of his leadership by those who are 
Incapable of an intelligent criticism 
of his proposals, the apathy and gen- 
eral lack of correct information on the 
part of the people. This course those 
who wish to be his friends regret. If 
persisted in it will destroy his future 
usefulness and give to his enemies 
their best opportunity to down him.

Something may 
cure it, but no one has been able to 
suggest a remedy." 


The civic pride of the citizens seems 


to have reached the limit when they 
were called upon a short time ago to 
rote an additional $10,000 in bonds to 
take care of deficiencies. This propo- 
sition was defeated at the polls. 


Several years ago the city of Xenia 


undertook to produce an electric light- 
ing sendee at less cost than they 
could buy it from a private corpora- 
tion. Thirty thousand dollars of tax- 
payers' money was invested in the 
plant. It proved to be an expensive 
luxury, and was finally sold to 
the 


highest bidder in 1806 for $2,500. City 
Clerk Logan, who has held the office 
for 12 years, says: "The city receiTCd 
more than the plant was worth when 
It got this ridiculously low figure." 


The'best the city officials could do 


was to show that the electric lights 
coat the city under municipal manage- 
ment $103 each per year. Now Xenia 
1* belief lighted than ever in It* his- 
tory and the lamps are furnished by a 
priTate corporation at $G3 per year for 
1,179 hours of aervlce. Cleveland is 
paying $76 per year for 3,SCO hours' 
Mirlce.
